“ This board has been unable to come 
to an agreement, and it has therefore 
devolved upon the director general of 
railroads and myself to act upon the 
merits of the case. : 

“The shopmen urge that they are 
entitled to higher wages because of the 
higher wages for the present received 
by men doing a similar ‘work in ship- 
yards, navy yards, and arsenals, as 
well as in a number of private indus- 
tries; but I concur with the director 
general in thinking that there is no 
real basis Coriparison between the’ 
settled employment afforded mechanics 
by the railroads under living conditions 
as vapjous,as the-location and sur- 
roundings-of the railway shops them- 
selves and the fluctuating employment 
afforded in industries exceptionally and 
temporarily stimulated by the war and 
located almost without exception in 
industrial centers where the cost of 
living is highest. 


Peak of High Prices Reached. 


“The substantial argument which the 
shopmen urge is the very serious in- 
crease in the cost of living. This is a 
very potent argument, indeed. But, 
the fact is that the cost of living has 
certainly reached its peak, and will 
probably be lowered by the efforts 
which are now everywhere being con- 
certed and carried out. 

“It will certainly be lowered so soon 
as there are settled conditions of pro- 
duction and of commerce; that is, so 
soon as the treaty of peace is ratified 
and in operation, and merchants, manu- 
facturers, farmers and miners all have 
a certain basis of calculation as to what 
their business will be and what the 
conditions will be under which it must 
be conducted. ' 

“The demands of the shopmen, there- 
fore, and all similar demands, are in| 
effect this: That we make increase in 
wages, which are likely to be perma- 
nent, in order to meet a temporary sit- 
uation which will last nobody can cer- 


‘tainly tell how long, but in all proba-| 


bility only for a limited time. - 
“Increases in wages, moreover, cer- 
tainly result in still further increasing 
the costs of production, and, therefore, 
the cost of living, and we should only 
have to go through the same process 


“ Any substantial increase of wages 
in leading lines of industry at this time 
would utterly crush the general cam- 
paign which the government is waging, 
with energy, vigor, and substantial hope 
of success, to reduce the high cost of 
living.

eral. We are acting, not for private 
corporations, but in the name of the 
government and the public, and must 
assess our responsibility accordingly. | 


Freight Rates High Enough. | 
“For it is neither wise nor feasible 
to take care of increases in the wages 
of railroad employés at this time by 
increases in freight rates. It is im- 
possible at this time, until peace has 
come and normal conditions are re 
stored, to estimate what the earning 
capacity of the railroads will be when 
ordinary conditions return. 

“There is no certain basis, therefore, 
for calculating what the increases of 
freight rates should be, and it is nec- 
essary, for the time being at any rate, 
to take care of all increases in the 
wages of railway emfloyées through 
appropriations from the public treas- 
ury. 

“In such circumstances it seems clear 
to me, and I believe will-seem clear to 
every thoughtful. American, including 
the shopmen themselves when they have 
taken second thought, and to all wage 
earners of every kind, that we ought to 
postpone questions of this sort until nor- 
mal] conditions come again and we have 
the opportunity for. certain calculation 
as to the relation between wages and 
the cost of living.

Statistical analyses of Swift ‘& Co.'s 
beef operations presented by Mr. Weld 
fixed the cost price of fresh beef to the 
company in 1914 at $7.06 a hundred, 
and the selling price at $12.09. In 1918 
‘the cost price had jumped 53.1 per cent, 
or to $10.81, and the selling price had 
increased 47 per cent, or to $17.77. 

During the four weeks ending Aug. 
16 live stock, Mr. Weld’s charts 
showed, cost Swift $102.86 a head, and 
were slaughtered and shipped at an 
expense of $12.82 a head. 

The beef {n each animal brought an 
average of $85.11, and hides and by- 
products $31.96.. The profit deduced 
from this was 28 cents a hundred. 

Mr. Weld denied that any profits not 
shown were concealed in the byproduct 
distribution, and when committee mem- 
bers pressed the point, Mr. Veeder de- 
clared the books of the company and 
all its subsidiaries were open to its ex- 
amination for verification. 

Denial was also made by Weld that 
combined profits of the packers during 
1918, under food administration con- 
trol, were §$178,000,000, as stated by 
Federal Trade Commissioner Colver. 

“The facts,” said Mr. Weld, “are 
that in 1918 the five companies earned 
$68,516,000, and that after federal taxes 
were deducted they earned $51,600,000 
net.

A REMINDER OF THE REALITIES. 
The Shantung amendment, whatever finally be 
comes of it in the senate, will not fail to have one 
beneficial result. It brings the treaty of Versailles 
sharply down out of the clouds. It compels the 
genate and the American public to face the fact 
that what was done at Paris was in no sense de 
serving of the veil of sacred mystery with which 
Mr. Wilson and his supporters would have hid it 
from our eyes. Gazing at the naked issue of Shan- 
tung, compelled to say unequivocally that we ap- 
prove or disapprove the turning over of forty mil- 
lion people to am alien rule, the senate and the 
American nation can no longer indulge the pleasant 
illusion that the peace of Versailles is the product 
of exalted altruism and that we need only sign on 
the dotted line the charter of the millennium. | 
‘What is of the greatest importance to us at this 
crisis of our international policy is to understand 
that the treaty of Versailles is a bad treaty, de- 
fensible only on the ground that, considering the 
fallibility of mankind, the history of Europe and 
the present state of the world, it might have been 
worse. It is of greatest importance that the at- 
tempt to have us accept a sealed document marked 
* Humanity” be defeated and that we consider 
coolly and deliberately what we are asked to pledge 
ourselves to and why. | 
_ ‘We have not been bullied or cajoled into making 
this epochal decision with our eyes blindfolded— 
thanks to the courageous demands of the senators 
who defied the once prevalent but rapidly disap- 
pearing sentiment in favor of the league of nations 
covenant. We are realizing at last that we are 
being drawn into a network of old world politics, 
and asked to underwrite contracts in which we have 
no part or profit. We are realizing that under the 
guise of confirming peace we are being invited to 


- gupport imperialistic enterprise, the fruitful mother 


of war; to undertake material responsibilities with- 
out hope of material compensation, and to pledge 
ourselves morally to projetts .whose morality we} 
may very well doubt. 

We are anxious for the formal conclusion of 
peace. Sorely stricken Europe is groaning for it. 
We need it here in America. But Am has a@ 
duty to herself which she is not going rget 
in the stress of the present moment. If every other 
nation has time to think of its own interests, and 
strength left to fight for them, we think it quite 
consistent with our duty in its highest sense to 
think a little of our own interests and to protect our, 
own country from dangerous commitments and 
profitiess responsibilities. | 

We may sign the treaty—but not, we are con- 
fident, until we have fairly considered it frgm the 
point of view of American safety and legitimate 
welfare, and not without proper safeguards 
reservations of right. 


ROYALTY AND THE: REPUBLIC. 
We are threatened with a visitation of royalties. 
The Prince of Wales is on the doorstep. The king 
and queen of Belgium are said to be planning an 
American tour. There are probably others. We 
We do not crave their condescending inspection. 
This is not a nation of princes and kings and 
queens. Its moral obligation ts exactly opposite. 
Royalty in every form i abhorrent to our prin- 
ciples. 

If we must preserve and foster the spirit of 
friendship between peoples let. it be in the mutual 
recognition of democratic symbols and not in the 
applause of symbols repugnant to democracy. 
‘Inevitably there will be curiosity about the kings 
and princes; pages of pictured and typed royalties; 
but so is the popular appetite for sensation aroused 
by the trivial employments of the latest divorcée, 

It is true the thousands will turn out to see the 
prince and the king. But would they have one? 


_sEXPERIMENTING WITH THE 
. "RAILROADS. 

In spite of protests and denials on the part of 
the brotherhoods, no impartial student of the 
Plumb plan can reach any conclusion but that its 
purpose is to establish syndicalistic control of the 
railroads. That purpose is to some degree disguised 
by various clauses ostensibly designed to protect 
the public interest; but we think it obvious that 


_ the brotherhoods are to obtain the benefits which 


they say they will obtain they must establish vir- 
tua] control. In fact, we venture to say that no 
one, and especially not its advocates, is under any 
delusion as to the revolutionary character of the 
proposal. 

In reply it-will be argued that control by the 
brotherhoods, by the employés, is just as logical and 
Gefensible as the old control exercised by the cap- 
italists. Primarily such an argument goes to the 
whole question of whether guild socialism or some 
_ Other sort of socialism or even bolshevism, if you 
Please, is preferable to the present system of so- 
ciety; in other words, of whether or not we want 


form of government land grants. . 

No one can estimate how great a debt this na- 
tion owes to the financiers and railroad. builders 
whe stepped’ into’ that emergency and created a 
transportation “System ‘which in extent and em. 


really national transportation system. The gov. 
ernment could not supply the necessary capital, 
and it had to look to private financiers. In those 
days the traffic itself coyld not be expected to meet 
the heavy cost of new construction, and the rail.

ciency came to be second to none in the world. 
Some of them obtained great rewards, but if they 
owe the people of this country anything in return 
for their opportunity they owe it to the public and 
not to the brotherhoods. — 

The brotherhoods did not donate the lands which 
were the only guarantee the government could 
give; neither did they furnish the initiative and the 
ability which actually built the roads and put them 
into successful operation. Whatever reversionary 
rights now exist can only logically belong to the 
public as a whole and not to a special group. 

By the very nature of the service which they 
perform the railroads are a quasi-public institution. 
If there were no question of legitimate property 
interest involved, it would still be absurd to turn 
them over to a special group to have and to hold. 
We feel certain that in the long run this proposal 
would work to the detriment of the brotherhoods 
as well as to every one else. | 

But the main interest to be served is that of 


‘|the entire population of the United States. If 
| certain injustices were ipcidental to improving that 


service they could be overlooked; but we are of 
the opinion that the brotherhoods’ plan is not only 
certain to create new varieties of injustice while 
perpetuating old ones, but at the same time to 
operate to the injury of one of our most vital 


| necessities, efficient transportation. . 


If control by one group, the capitalists, was 
wrong, it does not improve matters to substitute 
for it control by the brotherhoods. The capitalists, 
as a matter of fact, had to submit to the rule of 
the interstate commerce commission; we doubt 
whether a larger and more powerful group would 
do 80. 


CLEAR UP THE RACE RIOTS. 
Mr. Hoyne owes a distinct duty to the city of 
Chicago at this time. It is to pursue the race riot 
inquiry without fear or favor to a just and definite 
conclusion. The people should not suffer the investi- 
gation to become an arena for the exploitation of 
the political ragtag and bobtail : 

Mr. Hoyne has made serious charges, conducted 
raids and made arrests. Chiefly tmportant is that 
he has made accusations reflecting upon the po- 
litical activity of those in whose train the colored 
vote is found. The investigation should not termi- 
nate in rarefied atmosphere. The conclusion should. 
be down on the ground where we may view it 
and draw a lesson therefrom. eee 

At this point it is proper to ask the considera- 
tion of the August grand jurors. Under normal 
circumstances a citizen contributes liberally to 
the public service when he devotes a month of his 
time to grand jury work. But this is not a common 
subject. Upon the thoroughness with which this 
present investigation is conducted may depend the 
course taken by race relations in the future. We 
believe the court should direct the grand jury to 
exhaust this specific subject. If this is not done 
the grand jury may, by ending its work with the 
calendar month, leave the whole matter in an in- 
tolerable state of chaos. | 

The end of the month is not far off. But the in- 
vestigation and its sensational developments are at 
their height. To pass such an important inquiry 
on to a new and inexperienced body would, very 
possibly, leave the air full of unsupported charges 
and a substantial verdict in the mind of none. 

If the colored vote has been exploited, the people 
should know by what means such a circumstance 
provokes a break in law and order. By a slow 
process American municipalities are trying to 
purge themselves of the most iniquitous features 
of politics. The saloon vote, the red light vote, 
the race track vote, the gambling vote, and all 
their corollaries we are trying to eliminate. We 
are emerging from political childhood and the em- 
ployment of primitive and guerrilla methods and 
working toward honest and thoughtful decisions. 
Are we now to see the colored people dragged 
through the same slime rathe> than to give them 
the benefit of centuries of political experience? 
Must they be educated to thoughtful political 
methods through the school of the liquor vote, the 
disorderly vote, and the gambling vote in order 
that by such perilous centact they ultimately may 
discern that it is only by honest decision and clean 
voting the best results are obtained? 
The lesson of politics has been that the crimina 
vote, however employed, is a reflection on good gov- 
ernment. If, then, as Mr. Hoyne alleges, a certain 
element of the colored people has been used by 
criminal advantages conferred, that allegation cries 
aloud for substantiation. The grand jury should not 
conclude its labors until it has proved either the 
truth or falsity of the charge. : 


RAVINIA PARK. 

Ravinia park under the direction of Louis Eck- 
stein has done a great service for a very large 
community. What we are trying to develop here- 
| abouts in a groping fashion is an esthetic enjoy- 
ment of life. We seem to realize the importance of 
this, but to be uncertain and hesitating in the 
processes. 

There is nothing uncertain about the Ravinia 
processes and there is nothing dubious in its suc- 
cess. The place is a marvel in middle western so- 
clety. It claims attention and rewards it. It in- 
vited a mediocre venture in amusement and got a 
great one in artistry. It has attracted this summer 
the great singers of the New York company and 
the great crowds which wanted to hear them. 

Ravinia park pays for its natural advantages 
by laboring under some natural disadvantages. It 
is sm undoubted task for a Chicago music lover 
living on the south side to get out to the park 
and back in the same night. The park has proved 
itself against that disadvantage. : 

Its establishment was not conceived upon the 
plan of the present management. Opera is sung 
at Ravinia at winter standards of the Auditorium 
but the material surroundings of the stage are a 
handicap. The material surroundings of the place 
are a. joy, but the physical embarrassments of try- 
ing to produce opera upon so small a stage in so 
commendable a style are enormous. | | 

Mr. Eckstein is trying to raise the guaranty from 
$200,000 to $250,000. The increase will permit the 
alterations which themselves will permit an ade 
quate production of opera at the park. | 

The park is invaluable in the esthetic endeavor 
of these parts. It needs this additional guaranty.

UPHEAVAL. 
N a lecture to the Galton institute last 
pring Dean Inge brushed the im- 
mediate effects of the war aside as a 
mere bagatelle, but the aftermath 
was to be a world disturber. ad 
The war itself only effected 8,000,000 
deaths. In most of the warring coun- 
tries the number of soldiers dying was 
not great enough materially to increase 
the death rate. Savorgnan’s estimate 
of 1,250,000 soldier deaths among the 
French, 810,000 among the British, and 
600,000 among the Italians is not far 
from the semi-official figures new being 
given out... 
When this is divided by 4%, represent- 
ing the number of years of the war’s con- 
tinuance, the figures are low in compari- 
son with the total deaths of the nations 
from all causes. ‘ 


Dean Inge estimates that the war pre- 
vented 12,000,000 people from being born. 
But, he says, the losses may soon be 
made good. Then he strikes the story 
of the aftermath. He says the upper 
and middle classes of today in England 
probably will disappear in favor of the 
aristocracy of labor. 

Whether the leaders see ft or not, the 
English labor movement, in his opinion, 
is destined to wipe out the English upper 
classes. and to divide their property 
among the labor classes. But the move- 
ment will not stop there. ‘he labor 
aristocracy will become exclusive and 
conservative and will exploit the public 
for its own profit. When members of 
that aristocracy have consumed the sur- 
plus wealth of the community they will 
repudiate the burden of wpintaining the 
proletariat. 

But by that time their undoing will 
be working itself out. The proletariat, 
with their lower standards, will cut under 
the labor aristocracy and finally over- 
throw it. ° The privileged class, being 
unable to compete*with races and nations 
having lower standards of living, will 
be undersold in the world’s markets. 

They witil restrict their numbers. The 
trades unionist, being allowed to place 
only one son in his union, will take care 
to have no more sons.

D. S. writes: “ Will you please 
us directions for weaning our da 
9% months old? We want to make 
change gradually, but would like to 
complish it as soon as danger from 
weather will permit. So far, her diet 
has consisted almost entirely of ‘ Hagle 
Brand.’

COMPENSATION. 

Chicago, Aug. 23.—[Friend of the Sol- 
dier.}—My husband died of wounds last 
September and I know he was insured 
for $10,000, as.I had the insurance cer- 
tificate from Washington. He had been 
in the army for about a year or a little 
over eleven months and during that time 
the money for ‘his insurance was de- 
ducted from his pay. I have not re- 
ceived one cent of this insurance money, 
although I have filled out several blanks 
from the bureau of war risk insurance. 
The last papers I ‘had wanted me to 
show how I was dependent upon him. 
I was told by the war risk insurance 
bureau here that the insurance would be 
paid me surely, as the payments had 
been kept up, but that it would take 
time. Now it looks as though they were 
trying to get out of paying it. Can you 
help me? If I thought they would pay 
it I wouldn't mind waiting longer.

These last papers you have received asking 
about dependency concern compensa- 
tion. The war risk insurance act provides 
compensation for the dependents of a soldier, 
where his death was the result of injury 
incurred in line of duty. This is entirely 
independent of and‘in addition to insurance 
benefits. To a widow with no children the 
monthly compensation amounts to $25: to a 
widow with one child, $35. 

If you were named the beneficiary of his 
insurance it will be paid to you, but it may 
take more time before the payments start, 
as the burean has to have all records straight 
on the case before the benefits are paid. 

Fill out the blank about dependency and re- 
turn it to the bureau and in a short while 
you will be receiving compensation if you are 
entitled to it, |
